Opening of the Independent subway 
to Elmhurst has brought many new 
families to this district. During the 
1930's, families increased 58 per 
cent. Many new modern apartment 
houses were erected. There are also 
several new private housing devel- 
opments. South Elmhurst, more than 
most districts, is a combination of old 
and new. Most of the open areas of 
the earlier decade are now built up. 



Elmhurst constitutes a good middle- 
class market.
